pervisors, Apache Co., Ariz.

St. Johns, Ariz., July 2, 1917.

The Board of Supervisors con-

vened in regular monthly session,
meeting at 9 a. m. on this date.
There were present Chairman
Heber Jarvis, Members John C.

Hall and W. A. Saunders and
Clerk Levi S. Udall.

Minutes of the previous session

of the board were read and ap-

proved.
Out Door relief for the month

, of July was ordered paid.
The transcript of school district

boundaries of the county as re-

quired to be fixed each year by

the county school superintendent
was filed with the clerk and the
same was approved by the board.
The transcript follows:

St. Johns, Ariz. July 6, 1917.

Pursuant to adjournment the
Board of Supervisors reconvened
at 9 a. m. there being present all
members, and Clerk.

Chairman Heber Jarvis report-
ed having approved the Bond of
Gustav Becker, County Engineer
on June 14th., with Thomas
Phelps and Bert J. Colter as
sureties thereon in the sum of
$5000.00 each,

The Treasurer was ordered to
cancel the 1916 Assessment
against Frank Golsarry of 4000

sheep $16000.00 amounting to a
tax of $264.00 as it appears to the
Board from an investigation they
had made that tax on these sheep
were paid in Navajo and Coconino
Counties for the year 1916.

The Treasurer was ordered to
transfer the Balance of the money
remaining in the $125, 000. 00 Bond
Road Fund to the General County
Road Fund. And to pay any out-

standing warrants that may be
later presented for payment from
the General County Roacl Fund.

Petition for bridge across the
City Ditch at the Shreeve Home-

stead was favorably passed upon
by the Board and the matter or-

dered referred to the County En-

gineer for his approval.
Z. G. Wilhelm appeared before

the Board asking that a County
Road be established from Vernon
via the Mineral Sinks and to St.
Johns thereby considerably short
ening the road from here to Ver-

non by missing Concho. It was
ordered that the proper Notices
of presenting petition be posted
as required by Law.

Petition from residents of Rich
ville asking for a road due west
from Richville to the St. Johns- -
Springerville road was consider
ed and it was ordered that the
proper Notices be posted as re-

quired by Law.
C. R. Jarvis appeared before

the Board and entered protest on

the Zuni Road running through
Section I Township 13 North
Range 28 East. The matter was
taken under advisement.

The Treasurer was ordered to
place on time deposit for 6 months
time $15,00o.00 of the Court
House Bond Money, Interest at
5 and was also ordered to place
$10,000.00 ofthismonsy on time
.deposit for Three Months Inter-
est at 3.
The Board ordered the Treasur-

er to transfer the sum of $5000.00

from the General County Fund
to the Expense Fund.
